Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


We  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  our  report  upon  the  health  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  City  during  the  year  1945. 


The  information  contained  in  the  report  is  set  out,  as  required  by  the 
Minister  of  Health,  under  the  following  headings  : — 
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A  detailed  index  is  provided  at  the  end  of  the  Report. 


In  general  the  figures  indicate  that  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  was 
good.  There  was  no  epidemic  of  infections  diseases,  or  other  occurrence 
seriously  affecting  the  health  of  the  City. 


Towards  the  end  of  1945  a  commencement  was  made  on  the  roads  and 
sewers  for  the  Gallows  Hill  housing  estate.  The  provision  of  houses  is  of 
prime  impo.tance  it  the  well-being  of  large  numbers  of  the  community  is 
not  to  suffer  through  the  physical,  moral  and  social  ill-effects  of  bad  houses 
and  overcrowding.  The  sordid  and  degrad .ng  conditions  of  some  families 
is  a  source  of  constant  worry,  but  little  can  be  done  to  alleviate  these  con¬ 
ditions  without  the  provisions  of  houses.

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Comments  on  the  Vital  Statistics  : 

The  number  of  births  is  lower  by  34  than  last  year  which  was  a  peak 
year.  It  is  11  higher  than  the  average  for  the  past  10  years. 

The  Stillbirth  Rate  is  the  second  lowest  figure  recorded  during  the  last 
15  years,  and  is  well  below  the  10  years  average. 

The  Death  Rate  shows  a  slight  increase  on  the  figure  for  the  previous 
year,  and  is  0.87  above  the  10  year  average.  This  is  probably  accounted 
for  by  the  figures  being  based  on  a  lower  population  and  to  the  impossibility 
of  using  a  “  comparability  factor  ”  at  the  present  time. 

There  were  no  deaths  of  mothers  due  to  child  birth,  and  the  10  year 
average  for  maternal  mortality  is  again  the  lowest  recorded. 

There  were  10  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year  of  age,  and  the  rate  of 
58.14  is  well  above  both  the  10  year  average  and  the  figure  for  England 
and  Wales.  The  cause  of  this  is  the  very  high  mortality  amongst  illegitimate 
children  (4  out  of  a  total  of  10  deaths)  probably  due  to  the  lack  of  pre-natal 
attention.

Ambulance  Facilities  :

A  modern  type  of  ambulance  has  been  put  into  service  to  replace 
the  old  vehicle. 

(b)  Non-infectious  cases  : 

Motor  ambulance  owned  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade. 

An  excellent  example  of  service  to  the  community  has  again  been  given 
by  personnel  of  the  Ripon  Division  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade. 
Trained  personnel  and  particularly  drivers  have  earned  the  gratitude  of 
the  public  for  the  way  they  have  responded  at  all  hours  of  the  day  or  night 
to  calls  for  assistance.

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NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

District  Nursing  and  Maternity  Institution. 

District  Nursing  is  provided  by  this  Institution  which  employs  two 
nurses  trained  in  general  nursing  and  midwifery.  Although  a  shortage 
of  nurses  has  continued  throughout  the  year,  the  number  of  confinements 
in  the  Maternity  Institution  increased  by  55  over  the  previous  year. 
Owing  to  the  shortage  of  accommodation,  35  patients  had  to  seek  accom¬ 
modation  in  other  Institutions.

CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

(a)  Child  Welfare  Centre  : 

This  is  administered  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  and  is  under 
the  charge  of  the  School  Medical  Officer  and  a  whole  time  nurse  who  also 
acts  as  School  Nurse.  A  voluntary  committee  of  ladies  gives  assistance 
at  the  weekly  meetings  of  the  Centre. 

(b)  Tuberculosis  Clinic  : 

This,  again,  is  the  responsibility  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council, 
The  County  Tuberculosis  Officer  holds  sessions  twice  per  month  at  the  Clinic, 
3,  College  Road. 

(c)  Venereal  Diseases  Clinics  : 

Arrangements  are  in  force  whereby  any  cases  can  be  given  treatment 
at  the  General  Infirmary,  Leeds,  or  the  Harrogate  and  District  Hospital. 
Travelling  expenses  are  paid  when  necessary. 

(d)  Scabies  : 

Difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  obtaining  adequate  facilities  for  the 
treatment  of  scabies  cases.  Some  have  been  dealt  with  at  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital  and  others  at  the  Public  Institution.

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Very  considerable  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  getting  essential 
repairs  to  houses  carried  out  owing  to  shortage  of  labour  and  materials. 
Normal  maintenance  work  which,  prior  to  the  war,  most  owners  arranged 
for,  is  now  practically  non-existant.  One  can  appreciate  a  reason  for  this 
in  the  high  cost  of  repairs  compared  with  the  stabilised  rentals.  This 
brake  on  repairs  would  operate,  in  the  case  of  small  dwelling  houses,  irre¬ 
spective  of  the  ^10  limit  on  expenditure  imposed  by  the  present  controls.

Little  difficulty  has  been  experienced  during  the  year  with  conditions 
on  sites  used  by  fairground  personnel.  The  experience  gained  by  the 
occupiers  of  our  actions  in  the  past  few  years  has  resulted  in  them  now  pro¬ 
viding  adequate  sanitary  conveniences  and  in  keeping  the  sites  cleaner. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

During  the  year  several  justifiable  complaints  were  received  of  excessive 
smoke  from  certain  factory  chimneys.  On  investigation,  the  cause  was 
stated  to  be  poor  quality  of  fuel  and,  in  the  case  of  laundries,  intermittent 
call  for  steam  due  to  the  varying  processes. 

It  is  not  desirable  for  excessive  smoke  to  be  produced,  and  efforts  will 
be  made  to  meet  the  complaints. 

SWIMMING  BATHS. 

The  water  in  the  Spa  swimming  bath  is  subject  to  continuous  filtration 
and  chlorination,  the  water  being  changed  approximately  4-hourl  . 

One  sample  of  the  water  was  taken  for  chemical  analysis  and  two  for 
bacteriological  examination.  These  samples  were  satisfactory.

The  actual  number  is  not  known,  but  evidence 
coming  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Department  indicates  the  grave  danger 
to  home  and  family  life  resulting  from  this  evil  due  to  the  acute  shortage 
of  housing  accommodation.

One  house  was  closed  for  human  habitation  owing  to  its  extremely 
dilapidated  condition,  including  cracked  main  walls,  badly  leaking  roof, 
lack  of  natural  light  and  rising  dampness. 

The  occupiers,  consisting  of  man  and  wife  and  four  young  children, 
were  removed  to  a  Corporation  house.  All  were  suffering  from  rheumatism, 
colds  or  pneumonia,  and  the  youngest  child  developed  whooping  cough. 
The  owners  agreed  not  to  re-let  the  premises  as  living  accommodation.

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Lettings  : 

During  the  year  1945,  16  houses  became  available  for  letting,  14  on  the 
Estates,  and  2  old  houses  which  were  requisitioned  and  repaired.  The 
accommodation  was  7—2  bedroom,  6—3  bedroom,  2 — 4  bedroom  and  1 — 5 
bedroom  size  houses.

One  family  from  a  4  to  a  3-bedroom  type  house. 

The  houses  thus  made  available  were  let  as  indicated  above. 

Inspections  and  subsequent  action  : 

182  Corporation  houses  were  inspected  during  the  year.  The  majority 
were  kept  in  good  condition,  but  a  small  proportion  of  tenants  apparently 
do  not  appreciate  the  advantages  of  a  cheap  house  with  excellent  facilities 
for  cleanliness.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  results  of  the  inspections.

In  addition  there  were  numerous  repairs  and  renewals  required.  Details 
of  these  were  given  to  the  City  Engineer  for  attention  as  the  labour  and 
materials  position  permit. 

The  conditions  at  one  house  (32,  Priest  Lane),  were  so  bad  for  filth, 
vermin  and  other  contraventions  of  the  tenancy  conditions  that  application 
for  possession  of  the  house  was  made  to  the  court  of  summary  jurisdiction. 
Previous  warnings  had  been  given  to  the  tenant  without  avail.  The 
Magistrates  granted  the  application  for  possession  within  3  weeks. 

The  tenant  vacated  the  house  on  July  27th,  and  the  same  day  broke 
into  58a  Allhallowgate,  a  dilapidated  house  owned  by  the  West  Riding 
County  Council.  Owing  to  the  unsatisfactory  conditions  the  County  Council 
made  application  to  the  County  Court  for  possession  of  this  house,  and  this 
was  granted  for  vacation  within  14  days. 

Requisitioned  Properties  : 

The  Corporation  now  hold  13  properties  under  requisitioning  powers. 
Seven  of  these  were  originally  taken  for  evacuees  during  the  war,  three  have 
been  transferred  to  the  Corporation  after  use  by  the  Military  Authorities, 
and  three  have  been  directly  requisitioned  by  the  Corporation  owing  to 
their  not  being  used  for  housing  purposes. 

One  of  the  premises  transferred  from  the  Military  is  the  Yoredale  Hotel 
which  it  is  intended  to  convert  into  5  flats. 

There  are,  at  present,  12  families  occupying  these  properties. 

One  owner  failed  to  comply  with  a  statutory  notice  for  the  repair  of 
4  cottages  in  Central  Court,  and  application  was  made  to  the  court  of  sum¬ 
mary  jurisdiction  for  a  Nuisance  Order.  This  was  granted,  but  as  the  owner 
still  refused  to  do  the  repairs,  the  work  was  carried  out,  in  default,  by  the 
Corporation  at  a  cost  of  ^50,  which  was  re-charged  to  the  owner. 
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Method  of  allocation  of  Corporation  Houses  : 

During  the  latter  part  of  1945,  the  Corporation  gave  consideration  to 
the  method  of  awarding  vacant  houses  to  applicants  on  the  waiting  list. 
It  was  considered  that  the  method  of  choice  was  inadequate  in  the  present 
circumstances  and  agreed  to  the  adoption  of  a  system  based  pn  the  need  of 
the  applicant  whereby  ‘  points  ’  are  awarded  according  to  the  circumstances 
of  the  applicant.  The  number  of  points  awarded  determines  the  applicant’s 
position  on  the  list.
